Y.M.C.A., Y.W.C.A., and Y.M.-Y.W.H.A. each have new homes; 
We also have a colored Y.M.C.A. (Moorland Branch). 

Public Library and Art Gallery, the fourth oldest in the State. 


New City Hall housing the governmental departments, except Police 
and Fire Departments; also the Charity Organizations, and the 
Fourth Judicial District Court. 


The Police Department is housed in its own building, and is com- 
posed of sixty-three members, not including one special, one 
clerk and one cleaner. 


The Fire Department is housed in three buildings, and is composed 
of fifty-six members and one clerk. 


An active Chamber of Commerce. 
Six Banks (two National, three Trust, and one Savings). 
Seven Building and Loan Associations. 


Two of the County Parks (Green Brook and Cedar Brook), and one 
City Park (Library Square).

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THE MAYOR’S MESSAGE 


January 2, 1933. 


Mr. President and Gentlemen of the Common Council of the City of 
Plainfield: 


It is indeed a pleasure to have this opportunity at the beginning of 
a New Year, and a new administration, to address you in person in order 
to satisfy myself that the mayor is not a mere department of the city 
sending messages,—that he is a human being desiring to cooperate with 
other human beings in a common service to our community. Especially 
during these trying times should there be the closest cooperation between 
us in order that we may obtain the best results in the shortest length of 
time. 


I am quite sure that you and I thoroughly appreciate the great re- 
sponsibilities that have been placed in our hands by the citizens of Plain- 
field,—their hope and belief that we will earnestly, conscientiously and 
harmoniously use our combined efforts and abilities to enforce strict econ- 
omy, which will bring about a reduction in municipal taxes, to relieve 
distress and reduce unemployment. These are our problems. They are 
not easy, but they will be solved more readily by working together with 
a common purpose in recognition of the necessity. 


ECONOMY AND EFFICIENCY 


Expenditures must be reduced, waste must be eliminated, and dup- 
lication of effort in the interest of economy and efficiency must be avoided. 
I therefore recommend :— 


1st—That such salaries which have not yet been reduced should be 
reduced to conform in principle with those reductions already made. Also, 
pending a return to normal conditions, acquiscence to a similar reduction 
should be given by those whose salaries are fixed by law during their 
tenure of office. 


2nd—That the Building Department be merged with the Street & 
Sewer Department under the administration of the City Engineer. The 
work of the two departments is correlated in many respects, and such 
change will result in more efficient work with a reduction in personnel. 


3rd—That the Plumbing Inspector, (now with the Board of Health) 
be transferred to the Street & Sewer Department under the administration 
of the City Engineer, provided the Board of Health passes an ordinance 
agreeing to such transfer. It is my belief that such a change, as in the 
case of the Building Department, will result in better coordination of the 
engineering facilities of the city, greater elasticity in the duties delegated 
to the personnel of the Street & Sewer Department, and with work being 
performed more efficiently at less expense. 


4th—That no capital expenditures for major improvements, other 
than those already under way, should be incurred unless absolutely neces- 
sary for the henlth and safety of our citizens. When such expenditures 
are necessary they should be made in such a way as to give the greatest 
amount of employment to our own citizens. 


EMERGENCY RELIEF 


There are many persons in our community who have been, are and 
will, for a while longer, be in distress through no fault of their own. 
They have and are showing wonderful fortitude, courage and patriotism 
in bearing up bravely under their misfortunes. : 
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The Emergency Relief Administration and other agencies, must and 
will see that no citizen of Plainfield suffers on this account for lack of food, 
clothing or shelter. I ask your full and sympathetic cooperation with the 
Emergency Relief Administration in providing such funds as may be neces- 
sary during the coming year for this purpose. 


UNEMPLOYMENT 


Hand in hand with the emergency relief goes the problem of un- 
employment. The more we can reduce unemployment, just that much 
less will be required for emergency relief. 


I propose, as an auxiliary to the Emergency Relief Administration, 
the creation of an active organization for the purpose of finding as much 
work as possible for the unemployed. I also propose to enlist in these 
efforts, the cooperation of the various civic, religious, fraternal and service 
organizations. With such cooperation a definite plan of action will be 
worked out, and then, through these combined efforts I believe unemploy- 
ment will be greatly reduced. 


WATER RATES 


The existing water rates should be reduced. They were increased 
several years ago as a result of a revaluation of the Water Company’s 


_ properties and equipment, based upon depreciated replacement values at 


a time of high costs. It therefore holds true that reductions in rates should 
now be made to conform with the much lower depreciated replacement 
values, due to the greatly reduced labor and material costs. 


I recommend that the Council proceed vigorously in an effort to 
obtain from the Water Company a reduction in rates, which will result 
in savings to individual citizens, as well as to the city. 


TAXATION AND FINANCE 


Plainfield, over a period of many years, has had an enviable reputation 
among municipalities for her sound methods of taxation and finance. The 
judgment and civic conscience of the Council and the finance officers in 
these matters have been complimented by the Commission on County and 
Municipal Taxation and Expenditures in their Report to the Legislature 
under date of October 6, 1931. 


I urge you to cautiously be on guard against any action which would 
cause us to depart from sound business methods of taxation and finance. 
We must maintain the strong financial condition of the city, and continue 
to justify our reputation for high credit. 


ZONING 


Since the adoption of our Zoning Ordinance in 1923 there have been 
only a few minor changes. In the intervening ten years the population 
of the city has considerably increased, with the result that certain changes 
in the the zoning map should be made to provide for changed conditions. 
Also, the experience of the Board of Adjustment has shown that there 
should be certain changes in the written portion of the zoning ordinance 
in order to conform to the best zoning practice, and to clarify its meaning. 
I urge that you give early consideration to the recommendations made by 
the Board of Adjustment in October for such changes, which have been 
referred to this Council. 


MOTION PICTURE THEATRES 


The Motion Picture Theatres have been operating since the early 
part of 1932 on Sundays. The vote cast at the last General Election on 
the “Public Question” clearly indicated that a large majority of our 
citizens favored Sunday Movies, and I therefore recommend :— 
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1st—That no ordinance be passed prohibiting such performance on 
Sunday. 


2nd—tThat license fees for Motion Picture Theatres be substantially 
increased by ordinance, and further, that licenses shall in the future, ex- 
pire on March 15th of each year. 


POLICE AND FIRE DEPARTMENTS 


I congratulate the heads and members of both of these departments 
for the very courteous, prompt and efficient manner in which their duties 
are carried out. They realize that they have the responsibility for the pre- 
servation of law and order, and the safety of our lives and homes. 


In order to continue to justify the high esteem in which these de- 
partments of our municipal government are held by the citizens, I urge 
that the strictest disipline be at all times maintained by the heads of each 
department, and that in this they receive the full support of the Common 
Council. 


REDISTRICTING OF WARDS 


There is great congestion in some of our election districts which was 
especially noticeable at the Primary Election of last year. There are ten 
election districts out of a total of twenty-three, in each of which more 
than six hundred voters. cast their ballots at the last Presidential Election. 
This fact requires, under Section 4, Paragraph 40, Article IV of the 
Election Law, that the boundary lines of such districts be readjusted by 
the Council so that none shall have more than five hundred and fifty reg- 
istered voters. In order to become effective this year the readjustment 
must be made before March first. 


I therefore urge prompt action by Council; otherwise many of our 
citizens will be unable to cast their vote at the Primary Election, on ac- 
count of the great congestion at the Polls in some districts during the last 
hour of the day. 


These, Gentlemen, are my recommendations, and I hope they may re- 
ceive your favorable consideration. From time to time I shall feel free 
to send you further communications on subjects which, in my opinion 
should have your attention. Likewise, I trust you will feel free to call 
upon me at any time for counsel or advice. 


I extend to each of you my wish that health, happiness and good 
fortune may be with you throughout the year, and at its close you and I 
will be able to say, ‘‘We have done our best’’.

POLICE TELEGRAPH SYSTEM 


The Police Telegraph System is of the Gamewell type, consisting of 
Thirty-two boxes with flashlights and recall horns; one time clock with 
paper take-up reel; one switchboard with instruments mounted on it for 
charging the batteries. The batteries operating this system were re- 
moved to Fire Headquarters during the past year. The power for charg- 
ing the batteries is furnished by the Public Service Electric and Gas 
Company. 


SCHOOL SAFETY PATROL 


During the past year 150 boys of the School Safety Patrol have 
guarded the various School Crossings while the school children go to and 
from the schools. It is gratifying to note that only one accident was 
reported. At the Maxim school the safety patrol issued summonses to 
pupils who violate their regulations and a court is held, at the school, 
every Tuesday and punished according to the school safety patrol. This 
has been a great help to the Police Department and is greatly appreciated.

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CONCLUSIONS AND RECOMMENDATIONS 


The result of constant vigilance and efficient work of the Police in 
our department during 1932 has kept our City singularly free from 
crimes of a serious nature and wish, at this time, to take the opportunity 
of commending the rank and file of the force for their excellent co-oper- 
ation in the performance of their duties. A number of minor infractions 
of the Rules and Regulations of the Department have been very satis- 
factorily disposed of by the Police Board and the Common Council. The 
Officials entrusted with the administration of this arm of Public Safety 


will not tolerate shirkers and the infractions of the rules are punished 
in a manner commensurate with their offenses. 
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The operation of the Detective Bureau during the past year shows 
a marked improvement and considerable additional investigations have 
been made over previous years. As regards to the work performed in 
our Bureau of Criminal Identification much work has been brought to 
bear in this connection and through its operation one, Thomas Randolph, 
alias Robert Horn was apprehended at Eastville, Virginia, he being wanted 
in this City for the murder of one Fred Harvey on May 21st, 1931. 
Randolph Thomas is now serving a period of 20 to 22 years at State 
Prison, Trenton, N. J. This bureau has also fingerprinted and photo- 
graphed 505 Canvassers who have applied for a Permit to Canvas since 
its inception on Auguse 15th last. 


The Teletype System at this office has been a great assistance to 
this department in the quick apprehension of criminals and the recovery 
of stolen automobiles and missing persons. 


I would recommend that our Corporation Councils’ office be repre- 
sented at our City Court Sessions in order that our Department might 
be represented in a legal way. 


t would also recommend that an Ordinance be passed creating the 


office of Police Court Clerk and further recommend the appointment of 
Monroe Staats, who has been acting in this capacity for the past four 
years, to this position along with his clerkship of the Police Department. 

I wish to take this opportunity of expressing to his Honor, the 
Mayor, the Members of the Police Committee, my thanks and appreciation 
for their support and the many acts of kindness during the year.

During the year 2 fire boxes were removed from 
poles and placed on pedestals with underground connections and 4 boxes 
were changed from the old non-interfering to the new successive type of 
non-interfering with quick action doors. We have about 56% miles of 
overhead wires. A 15 inch gong is located in each of the outside Fire 
Stations, ore 18 inch gong with three 10 inch tappers and one 6 inch 
tapper at Fire Headquarters, one 12 inch gong at Police Headquarters and 
one 15 ingh gong at the Plainfield-Union Water Company’s Pumping 
Station, six inch tappers are located at the Electric and Gas Company’s 
plants noun places of importance.

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REPORT OF THE SHADE TREE COMMISSION 


December 31, 19382. 


To the Honorable the Mayor and the Common Council of the City of 
Plainfield, N. J. 


Gentlemen: 


The Plainfield Shade Tree Commission presents this report of its 
activities for the year of 1932. The Shade Tree Commission has been 
in existence for twenty-two years, and has in this time worked to preserve, 
maintain and increase the many trees lining Plainfield’s streets. The 
Commission has worked on a reduced budget for the past two years and 
has again reduced the budget for 19383, the proposed budget now being 
66% lower than 1930 and the lowest appropriation since 1920. 


The trimming and removing of trees has greatly increased during the 
past years. This is due largely to the increase of permanent street pav- 
ing from curb to curb, and to the extreme dry conditions of the past three 
years. It is impossible to pave the existing streets from curb to curb 
without serious injury to the root systems of the larger trees, causing 
dying of the top limbs and often death to the entire tree, several years 
after the streets are completed. 


The smaller trees and trees planted after pavements are laid adapt 
themselves to the changed conditions. 


The Department has received over 400 requests for tree work of 
some kind this year. These, with other necessary work of the Depart- 
ment, has called for more work than the force it is able to employ can 
care for. 


The elm leaf beetle, a serious insect pest of elm trees, made its ap- 
pearance in large numbers in certain sections of our City last year. 
Prompt control measures were taken as soon as the infestation was ap- 
parent and by the application of an arsenate spray, extensive damage was 
stopped. Approximately 8,000 gallons of solution were used in control 
work. Considerable spraying will be necessary in 1933 for control of this 
pest. 


The Commission had the advantage this year of having labor, for 
the removal of dead and undesirable trees, furnished by the Emergency 
Unemployment Relief. This was taken advantage of and more than 215 
trees were removed. This plan has served the City in several ways, it has 
provided work for the unemployed in removing the trees and cutting up 
the wood, it has furnished over 300 cords of wood for fuel and, most 
important, our streets have been made safer for travel, and breeding places 
for insects and fungi attacking our good trees have been eliminated. Re- 
placement with suitable young trees for those removed should be made as 
rapidly as possible. 


In the trimming of trees we have not made as much progress as in 
past years, however 350 trees located in all parts of the City have been 
trimmed and low branches and suckers on all trees on fifteen different 
streets have been removed. Young trees planted during the past six 
years were also pruned to insure a proper growth. 


During the past year we have had several windstorms which have 
damaged our trees to some extent. The Department has always been in 


readiness during and after these storms to remove hanging or fallen limbs 
and trees. 


The Department has maintained Library Square from the appropriation 
and has rendered assistance to the various Departments of the City in 
any work requested of it. 
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The Commission realizes the necessity for economy at this time and 
expresses its willingness to co-operate in every way. As in the past the 
Commission will do all the work possible, with the amount appropriated 
for Shade Tree maintenance in Plainfield.

The Department provided movies during the playground season for 
the children, and also for the schools and Community Centers at various 
times.

ATHLETICS 


GOLF 


The Community Golf Club had 8,804 registered players using the 
course. The stagger system of green fees was put into effect during 
the month of July—Fees of 25 cents for members after 4:30 P.M. and 
50 cents for non-members. This proved to be a very popular plan. 


BASEBALL 


Baseball was a decided success. Two Senior Leagues played a com- 
plete schedule. The Tri City League composed of eight teams, was won 
by the Plainfield Fire Department. The Industrial League Championship, 
composed of ten teams was won by the Red Sox. One morning Junior 
League was won by the Emerson Team. Many independent teams played 
throughout the season. The City Series was won for the fourth con- 
secutive year by the Plainfield Athletic Club. 


TENNIS 
Twelve tennis courts were opened to the public free of charge. City 
wide tournaments for Seniors, Juniors and Women were conducted for the 
fifth consecutive year. The courts were filled to a capacity, registering 
over 30,000 players during the year. 


BOWLING ON THE GREEN 


The Lawn Bowling Club was very active during the year although 
they were not successful in their quest for the Colgate or the Jas. H. 
Nielson Trophies. Many of their star bowlers were financially handicap- 
ped, but a total of 2,472 players enjoyed this fast growing activity. 


BOWLING 


Nine bowling leagues were organized consisting of 68 teams rolling 
a weekly schedule of games. A total of 6,010 games. Leagues were or- 
ganized for every type of bowler having a league scale of averages from 
unlimited group to 130 class. The alleys of the Eagles, Elks, Juniors and 
Recreation were used to fill the needs of these leagues. 


BASKETBALL 


Plainfield’s basketball leagues consisting of 60 teams played a total 
of 732 games during a 15 week schedule. At the close of the season the 
annual City Series was held in the new High School Gym. The final 
game was between the Flying Arrows and the Y. M. C. A., with the former 
winning by a three point margin. This was no doubt the fastest and most 
thrilling game in the history of the Championships. In the Intermediate 
group the Greenbrooks defeated the Y. M. H. A. team. In the Junior 
group the Atlantics defeated the Moorland Y. This latter group showed 
surprising basketball talent and will bear watching from year to year. 


PLAYGROUND BALL 


Three Senior Soft Ball Leagues were organized composing of 22 
teams playing a ten week schedule. The winners of each league played 
for the City Title on Saturday afternoon before a large crowd. The final 
game was played between the Emerson and a team representing Buck & 
Benny. The former winning, 3-2 with deciding runs scoring in the last 
inning. 

FOOTBALL 

The Brewster Tract was secured late in the Fall and hurriedly put 
in shape and was used by many organized and unemployed teams. We have 
a program planned for next year that will enable the Department to have 
a fine athletic field for baseball, soecer and football.

While it is our hope that this era of physical well being shall con- 
tinue, we cannot foretell other than that it will require continual vigil- 
ance together with unremitting cooperation on the part of the public to 
maintain this record as a standard. 

We have been spared any major outbreak of communicable disease 
during the past year but we must again stress the need for adequate 
facilities for the care of cases which cannot be properly isolated at home. 

The necessity for municipal collection and disposal of household 
waste is becoming more and more acute as our community grows. The 
financial conditions at present, however, are such that a change could 
hardly be considered at this time.

VITAL STATISTICS 


These are the figures which present for study the true bookkeeping 
of Life. They are indeed the pulse of public welfare of our Community 
wellbeing. 

While our rates continue low for this year, as they have for the en- 
tire country, we must not forget nor overlook the fact that we have 
been working for these low rates ever since the opening of the present 
century. 

We must not complacently survey them with pride and consider for 
an instant that we have established the all time record which requires 
only sitting tight to maintain. No indeed! As these figures represent the 
consistently growing effort of the past three decades, so will our efforts 
this coming year and next and the next tend to overcome the handicap 
which today’s generation just a borning is under in the present state of 
financial instability and upheaval.

COMMUNICABLE DISEASE 


Supplemental to Vital Statistics, we must consider Morbidity Sta- 
tistics showing the prevalence or incidence of communicable disease. 

Of the various types of illness or disease which man is heir to, a list 
of some thirty-eight represent those which have made mankind Public 
Health conscious. In fact it was the prevalence and spread of such dis- 
eases as the plague, cholera and smallpox thru maritime commerce which 
first brought forth methods of quarantine and isolation. 

There are of the reportable communicable diseases few more easily 
controlled today than Diphtheria, Smallpox and Typhoid Fever thru vac- 
cination and immunization. Smallpox vaccination has long since been 
necessary for admittance to our schools and each year we are required by 
law to make public offer of free vaccination for both this disease and 
Typhoid Fever. In this work Muhlenberg Hospital has aided very mater- 
ially by administering without cost the necessary inoculations upon our 
furnisking the vaccines. That we might broaden this field of usefulness, 
we have added Diphtheria immunization to this list and such other pre- 
ventive measures for other diseases as may from time to time prove of 
practical value. 

Our total cases of communicable disease show a favorable decrease 
over last year with none of the major diseases in unusual prevalence. 


SCARLET FEVER 


This disease with few exceptions, has shown a very mild character 
during the past five years. Unfortunately, we have not yet obtained a 
means of prevention comparable with Diphtheria immunization. 


DIPHTHERIA 


While the slogan of five years ago was “‘no Diphtheria by 1930”, 


common sense forbids our considering such a state of wellbeing as even 
remotely possible. 

It is true that the vast majority of persons can be immunized against 
this infection which primarily is a children’s disease. Every child after 
six months of age should be protected by immunization with either toxin 
antitoxin or toxoid. 

Every case in a child under ten years of age can be looked upon as 
due to failure to have had the protection which scientific practice has pro- 
vided with such ease and safety. The table on immunization is given.

INFANTILE PARALYSIS 


A scattering of this disease was noted during the year centering in 
Philadelphia and in southern New Jersey. We had five mild cases with 
no deaths. We continued providing the serum from that prepared last 
year. Thru distorted publicity, the value of this serum has been questioned 
but the concensus of opinion among medical men continues to approve its 
use. Until such time as a definite treatment and cure for this disease is 
developed, we shall endeavor to have the serum available for our phys- 


icians, 


TYPHOID FEVER 


No cases! Such a record for an entire year for 36,000 people would 
have, a few years ago, been incredible. Today it can be an unlauded fact. 
Such is the progress of Public Health. A steady relentless march of ed- 
ucation, improved sanitation, clean, safe milk and other foods together 
with a water supply above question and we expect and accept such a 
record as but natural.

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MENTAL HYGIENE CLINIC 


This State Clinic sponsored by us and accepted by the Hospital where 
it is held twice a month is doing another splendid piece of preventive 
medicine. 


Case histories could they be reviewed in this report, would convince 
the most skeptical of the unusual value of this free service furnished by 
the Department of Institutions and Agencies from their Holmdel head- 
quarters. The table herewith gives the salient tho only meagre facts 
which can be broadcast. Suffice it to cite this, that breadwinners have 
been retained in their occupation, adolescents carried thru trying periods 
of mental unrest and families kept happy and unbroken thru timely aid 
in incipient mental instability.

VENEREAL DISEASE 


This group of so called social diseases is the bane and plague of 
civilization. For centuries they have been accepted without any attempt 
at eradication. This country’s experience in selecting men for military 
service brought about the first intelligent and concerted attempt at cur- 
tailing their inroads into the health of our youth. 


One of the first, if not the first, free clinic established by the United 
States Public Health Service was at Muhlenberg Hospital sponsored by 
this Board. This was in 1917. Free treatment for all comers was the 
order of the day and our efforts were backed by generous and well pre- 
pared advertising. 


This clinic grew and filled a very definite need. Later the Federal 
Government, after the close of the war, withdrew its support at which 
time the State Health Department carried on, later furnishing a Medical 
Case Worker and drugs only, upon our furnishing the Clinicians. This 
was later followed by the present plan of our supporting the Clinic, ex- 
clusive of drugs which are furnished by the Hospital from funds collected 
from those able to pay ‘the routine clinic fee. 


This year we made a proposition to other Boards of Health to ad- 
minister treatment to residents of their communities if they would pay 
the clinic fee. This is for the protection of our own people for many 
sources of infection are located outside of Plainfield. 


This has proved very satisfactory in that it keeps under skilled care 


and treatment individuals who would otherwise have only medical care 
during acute symptoms and would continue indefinitely as a menace to 
society. 


The fees collected more than covered the drug costs and the plan 
has been heartily approved by the State and other Boards of Health 
Clinics are following this example. 


Our clinic staff has remained the same since we took over the work. 
Two Clinicians who alternate in service Monday and Thursday evenings. 
Our Medical Case Worker is also our Public Health Nurse while at no 
cost one or more nurses as well as interne service is provided by the 
Hospital. 


This Clinic is doing, we believe, one of the most far reaching bits 
of Public Health Work yet undertaken both by treatment of cases and 
thru education of individuals and families, 
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A tremendous field is further covered thru the distribution of liter- 
ature furnished free by the State and some of the insurance companies. 
One enterprising plan inaugurated by us is the distribution of literature 
to the graduating class of our High School thru the parents to whom we 
write a personal letter enclosing the literature. Much favorable com- 
ment is had from this plan each year. This reaches but a percentage of 
homes it is true and in no line of health activity is greater ignorance to 
be found than in this field of intimate social relations where timely ed- 
ucation can forestall untold misery and where skilled and adequate treat- 
ment of the diseased can do much to prevent crime and insanity.

HEART AND CANCER DEATHS 


While these two conditions are in no wise communicable from person 
to person, they do present a growing public health hazard. The increase 
in their death rates are no longer cause for casual inquiry but are in fact 
startling. 


“How to Live Longer’’ can indeed be the Public Health slogan for the 
individual, for it is a fact that prompt recognition of these conditions early 
enough can carry the majority of those afflicted well thru to old age. 


Complete and regular examinations under the most skilled medical 
supervision, started early in life, will overcome and more frequently fore- 
stall conditions tending towards either of these increasing destructive 
diseases. 


Early recognition of either demonstrates the need in many cases for 
mere change of habit for fore-warned is indeed fore-armed against a very 
potent and diabolitical enemy. 


It might well be hoped that a well organized and operated pay clinic 
for this service could be instituted at our Hospital.

CIRCUSES AND CARNIVALS 


This form of amusement is a menace to our community health and 
morals and one which we have emphatically condemned in the past. 

The supervision is a costly one for one man must keep the premises 
under continual observation while they are in town and the supervision 
of cleaning the lot requires time that could well be spent to greater ad- 
vantage to our taxpayers. 

Then too, they take from our City monies which could be spent to 
far greater advantage for food and clothing by those ill able to afford to 
waste their meagre funds. 


SWIMMING POOLS 


In addition to the analysis of water from our regular pools, we fol- 
lowed last year’s procedure of sampling the water at Watchung Lake dur- 
ing the season. 

Based upon our findings, we had made recommendations for treatment 
of the water which the owners gladly carried out. 

All tests showed a very wide measure of safety which, considering 
the heavy bathing loads, was very satisfactory to those many citizens of 
Plainfield who took advantage of the short run for a dip and a swim. 
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FOOD AND DRINK 


As has been our practice for many years, this branch of service is 
conducted with thoroughness and dispatch. 


Sanitary conditions under which food and beverages are produced, 
handled and distributed has more public health significance than vitamin 
content, caloric value or bulk and roughage content. 


Early in the year, Chapter 131 of the Laws of 1932 was enacted. 
This law increased the responsibility of local boards of health, thru greater 
powers of control. No longer can milk or cream be brought into New 
Jersey without ample guarantee of methods of production. But very few 
Boards of Health had ever undertaken proper inspection which is now 
required and—sanitary conditions must in every instance equal the same 
standards as those of New Jersey farms. 


This means that every source of milk supply coming into New Jersey 
is under official supervision and a record of such supervision is on file at 
Trenton. In guarding against duplication of effort, we have arranged with 
other Boards of Health and the State Department to exchange reports by 
filing with the Department at Trenton. 


Once more I would emphasize the fact that no city has a milk supply 
of better quality and safety than that distributed in Plainfield under the 
three recognized classifications.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE CITY ENGINEER 


Plainfield, N. J., December 31, 1932. 
' To the Honorable, the Common Council, of the City of Plainfield, N. J. 
Gentlemen :— 


I beg to submit herewith my thirteenth annual report for the year 
ending December 31, 1932. 


During the year just past, there was a general retrenchment in the 
activities of the Streets & Sewers Department, not only in new con- 
struction of new streets and sewers under contract, but in the work of 
street and sewer maintenance as well. A considerable amount of heavy 
storm sewer construction was done, however, in connection with unem- 
ployment relief, to which reference will be made later. 


In view of existing economic conditions, the Common Council adopted 
a Streets and Sewers Budget of $102,250.00 to cover the cost of street 
and sewer maintenance and other activities of the Engineering Depart- 
ment, which was $36,250.00 less than that.of 1931. This of course neces- 
sitated considerable curtailment in the activities of the department. All 
employees were put upon a reduced time schedule of five days per week 
and there was a reduction in salaries of the employees in the Engineering 
Department of about 25%. No changes were made, hovever, in the 
wages of laborers and truck drivers. 


Fortunately weather conditions, particularly during the spring, were 
unusually favorable so far as damage to our old macadam pavements was 
concerned, making it possible to maintain these pavements in reasonably 
good condition for even less than we anticipated in our Budget estimates. 
This, with other economies, resulted in the Department having an unex- 
pended balance of $5,254.87 from the Appropriation at the close of the 
year. $4,000.00 of this amount was reserved for the performance of 
certain work planned to be done early in 1933, principally the widening 
and paving of Cleveland Avenue from East Sixth Street to East Seventh 
Street, in connection with Unemployment Relief. 


UNEMPLOYMENT RELIEF 


A very large portion of the time of employees of the Engineering 
Department was devoted to the construction of a large storm sewer in 
North Avenue between Netherwood Avenue and Leland Avenue and in 
Leland Avenue between Netherwood Avenue and East Seventh Street, 
under the provisions of General Improvement Ordinance No. 1025. This 
work was undertaken to provide labor for the unemployed in connection 
with the relief furnished by the City and State. In general the cost of 
supervision, materials, transportation and machinery for this work was 
borne by the City and charged to the ordinance authorizing the work. 
For the cost of labor performed, the City was reimbursed 50% by the 
State. This labor, however, was not paid for in cash but was covered by 
food orders given in advance of the performance of the work. The 
value of the food orders in return for which work was performed was 
charged to the Ordinance No. 1025. 


While it is doubtless true that this method of sewer construction is 
more expensive than by contract with modern machinery (all excavation 
on this job having been done by hand), it is also true that the money 
spent for labor would have been paid out by the City in any event in the 
form of food orders with no visible return for the same, whereas by 
adding enough money to the cost of these food orders to purchase ma- 
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terial, hire machinery and provide for superintendence, the City has ob- 
tained a very much needed permanent public improvement at a very 
reasonable cost. 


In addition to the work of sewer construction above mentioned, there 
has been additional incidental unemployment relief carried on under the 
supervision of the department such as cleaning street gutters, grading 
property adjacent to the Lincoln School for the Board of Education, 
grading a portion of the High School Field, grading on South End Park- 
way, collecting and distributing fire wood to the unemployed, and collect- 
ing the contents of the ‘‘Blue Barrels” placed in the various grocery stores 
by the Emergency Relief Organization for the receipt of groceries donated 
by the public. 


All of these activities have given employment to approximately 1200 
individuals, all of whom have received compensation in the form of food 
orders given them in advance of the performance of the work. 


STREET AND SEWER MAINTENANCE 


The street and sewer maintenance for the year has been of a routine 
nature and presented no features requiring special comment. 


SIDEWALKS 


Only one piece of new sidewalk construction was performed during 
the year. This consisted of the grading and paving of the southeasterly 
sidewalk of East Seventh Street from Coolidge Street to Terrill Road, a 
distance of 1660 lineal: feet, the work being done by the owner of the 


abutting property, Mr. Arthur Brisbane, in compliance with the order 


issued by the City. 


NEW TAX MAPS 


The Engineering Department has been engaged for several years in 
making new Tax Maps of the City to take the place of the ones made in 
1915. These maps show every lot in the City on the scale of fifty feet 
to one inch with their several dimensions. 


Since these maps form the basis of all real estate assessments their 
preparation is work of great importance. In 1932 work had been com- 
pleted on the First, Second and Third Wards and the maps put into serv- 
ice. Most of the work has been done on the maps of the Fourth Ward, 
but several months work remains to be done before they will be ready for 
use. 


I feel that it is highly important that the maps of the Fourth Ward 
should be completed in 19383, not only because of the present need of the 
maps themselves, but because if time is allowed to elapse before the maps 
are finished, the preliminary work already done must be reviewed before 
the maps are completed. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


1. In my report of December 31, 1931 I recommended “The increase 
of the capacity of that portion of the sanitary relief sewer constructed 
about 1914 in Clinton Avenue between South Second Street and West 
Front Street. This section of the relief sewer consists of an inverted 
siphon which has considerably less capacity than the sewer above and 
below it. At times of peak load this results in congestion in the siphon 
which may, in case of even a slight stoppage or accident, result in over- 
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flow. I consider it highly important that measures be taken forthwith 
to provide necessary capacity in this section of this important sewer.” I 
would renew this recommendation, 


2. There is still a large mileage of old water-bound macadam in use in 
the City. Some of these pavements are very thin, in places not over two 
inches in thickness. Owing to the favorable sub-soil conditions, however, 
they are able to support existing traffic but only under constance main- 
tenance with bituminous surface treatment to prevent ravelling. Such 
maintenance work is comparatively inexpensive but if ravelling begins 
then the whole pavement surface must be reconstructed at a very con- 
siderable expense. These old pavements have still a large value and 
there should be no curtailment in appropriation for their bituminous sur- 
face maintenance if the City’s investment is to be protected. Almost any 
other street work can be postponed or omitted but I earnestly recommend 
that there be no retrenchment in the work referred to in this paragraph. 


It gives me pleasure to record once more my appreciation of the 
cooperation received from the Mayor, Common Council and the various 
Department Heads of the City.
